SEWER ARGUMENT 
ANSWER PROMISED

Suggested that the new develop- 
ment be allowed to enter the sewer 
system. However, it was decided 
to wait until the deadline to see 
whether the state comes up with 
any answers, 
Opinions Vary 

The confusion and conflicting 
Opinions over the use of septic 
tanks vs a sewer, to care for a 
potential of 40 homes that can 
enter the sewer by gravity flow, 
were brougnt to a head Monday 
night at the Selectmen’s meeting. 


There, a group of residents in 
the area supported the position 
taken by Selectman Edward P. 


Hall that septic tanks just won’t 
work on the section of Realty’s 
property north of Dascomb rd. and 
bounded on the west by Lovejoy 
rd, 

They spoke of extremely wet 
conditions, poor, clay soil that 
won’t allow proper leeching fields, 


and of the possibility that the 
town might have to extend the 
sewer at some future time if the 


developer doesn’t do it now. 

Mr. Hall has contended that, on 
the basis of his long residence in 
the immediate vicinity, he knows 
that septic tanks will not work. 

The Board of Health had given 
provisional approval for the tanks, 
based on the belief that the 
treatment plant in the Vale won’t 
take any more houses than the 27 
existing ones along the sewer line, 
which have not tied in. Since that 
decision, two of the members have 
been replaced. 


The Board of Public Works, 
which voted to allow the new 
houses into the sewer, has now 


gone out of existence as a Board. 

Hall had urged a reversal of the 
Board of Health provisional 
approval of septic tanks, and a 
meeting of all concerned officials 
was held over two weeks ago. At 
that time, Acting Town Manager 
Victor Mill Jr. reported that there 
seemed to be general agreement 
on the septic tanks, after all facts 
in the case were brought out. 

But Mr. Hall, this Monday night, 
said he did not know the meeting 
was open to him to présent in- 
formation and thus he did not 
attend. He claimed new facts are 
available to alter the picture pre- 
sented formerly. 

His son, Ernest N. Hall, the 
building inspector, then told the 
Selectmen that the Board of 
Public Works had the Vale treat- 
ment plant designed in such a way 
that its capacit
